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DETAILED ACTION 

This application filed June 20, 2001 is a continuation in part of 09/147,712, filed 
February 23, 1999, now abandoned, which is a national stage filing of PCI7EP95/02980, filed 
July 26, 1995. 

Applicants amendment filed January 18, 2006, has been received and entered. Claim 33 
has been amended. Claims 1-32 have been canceled. Claims 33-49 are pending. 

Election/Restriction 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, in Paper No. 13 was acknowledged. No 
new arguments are provided in Applicants 5 instant amendment, Therefore, the requirement is 
maintained for the reasons of record and still deemed proper. 

It is noted that the examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and a product claim is subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of 
the allowable product claim will be rejoined in accordance with the provisions of MPEP 821.04. 
Process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of the patentable product 
will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to final rejection or 
allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 
CFR 1.1 16; amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 1.312. 

* 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and 
the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fully 
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examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to be allowable, the rejoined 
claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 
103, and 112. Until an elected product claim is found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction 
requirement between product claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process 
claims that are not commensurate in scope with an allowed product claim will not be rejoined. 
See Guidance on Treatment of Product and Process Claims in light of In re Ochiai, In re 
Brouwer and 35 U.S.C. 103(b), M 1 184 O.G. 86 (March 26, 1996). Additionally, in order to retain 
the right to rejoinder in accordance with the above policy, Applicant is advised that the process 
claims should be amended during prosecution either to maintain dependency on the product 
claims or to otherwise include the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result in 
a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double patenting 
rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement is withdrawn by the 
examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP 804.01. 



Claims 33-49 are pending. Claims 34-49 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) 
requirement in Paper No. 13. Claims 24, 27, 28 and 33 are currently under examination. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
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application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

Claim Objections 
Claim 33 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The evidence of record indicates that the claimed dMsh2-9 cell line has been deposited. 
However, neither the specification nor the claim have the appropriate deposit information. It is 
suggested that the claim be amended to reflect the deposit number of the deposited cell line. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
As discussed above, the claimed cell line dMsh2-9 has been deposited, however this has 
been completed to conform with the requirements of 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph, during 
prosecution. It is suggested that the the information regarding the particulars of the deposit be 
incorporated into the instant specification. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth 
the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claim 33 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention is 
withdrawn . 

The evidence and declaration provided by Applicants have obviated the basis of the 
deposit requirement. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Varlet et 
al, Genbank accession number X81 143, and Berns et al (US Patent 5,789,215 or WO 93/04169) 
in view of Orth et al. (PNAS, 1994) is withdrawn. 



Cancellation of the claims has obviated the basis of the rejection. 
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Conclusion 



Claim 33 is objected. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
Amendment of claim 33 to include the ATCC deposit number of the claimed cell line is 
required. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
